INSURANCE.—Col. Wright, Senator from 
this district, introduced on Monday a bill 
in relation to the incorporation of a State 
official insurance company of Massachu- 
setta, the bill are for 
the formation of a corporation that shall 
have a capital of $2,000,000, 
lege of increasing it to $5,000,000, no pol- 
icles to be issued till $1,000,000 shall have 
been paidin. After the receipts shall ex- 
ceed the expenses and aten per cent an- 
nual dividend, of the 
pany are to accumulate for the benefit of 
policy-holders, and each million dollars 
so accumulated shall give the directors a 
right to pay an additional dividend of one 
per cent to the paid up capital. When 
the amount of $1,000,000 has been paid 
up, and the State treasurer has received 
satisfactory evidence of the fact, he may 
issue 6 per cent bonds of the State to the 
amount of $10,000,000, and these bonds 
shall be held by him as a guarantee fund 
of the company hereby created, and none 
of the bonds shall be put on the market 
for any purpose but the payment of losses 
after all the assets of the company shall 
have been exhausted. The bonds is- 
| sued by the State treasurer shall be can- 
celled as fast as the accumulations of the 
| company reach the sum of a million dol- 
| lars, each million of increase being tol- | 
lowed by the destruction of a million of 
the State bonds. No risk shall be taken | 
by the company within forty rods of a 
locality where its risks amount to five 
millions of dollars.
